THE FIRST ENTRY OR THE 


TURKS INTO EUROPE. 


The exploit by which the Turks first 


gained a footing in Europe may justly 
be deemed one of the most extraordina- 
ry in the history of 1 heir v/avs. 
The 


Hellespont, which divides Asia Minor 
from Europe, was for a lone;,- time a bar- 
rier the invaders could not pass; for 
the sword, which had hewn them a paHi 
on the shore could not answer as a boat 
to float them over the sea. The account 
is "thus given by Mr. Uphum, in his 
History of the Ottoman Empire : 


"Solyman, the son of Orcun, a prince 


of distinguished policy and courage, in- 
flamed by the example and incitements 
of his father, resolved upon ihe daring 
project of crossing- the Hellespont on 
an open raft, under cover of the night; 
and he v/as followed in the determina- 
tion by two resolute men of valor, na- 
med Ezes-beg and Fazil-beg, who with 
eighty -resolute followers, were all of 
them landed safely on the European 
side of the strait. 
Not far oft" ft orn i be 


castle of Sestos was a small fort called 
Koirridocastron, or the Kog's Castle, 
of which Solyman and his .followers 
made-them selves easily masters; for, it 
beiiig harvest lime, most of ihe people 
were in their vineyards, or treading out 
their corn at night, as the custom of 
those countries is ; and so actively did 
the Turkish prince avail himself of the 
interval afforded him by the imbecility 
ofthe Greeks, that he soon passed over 
a body of 8000 of his veteran soldiers. 
The wolf was indeed within the fold, 
as the care and diligence exerted in the 
fortifying of the small fort, and that of 
Maclytus adjoining to it, might have su f- 
iicienlly evidenced that there was no in- 
tention of relinquishing the footing thus 
acquired ; hut the pride ofthe Caesari- 
an throne blinded its master to the tu- 
rnemable consequences, and the exigen- 
cy was only recorded by a silly jest 
'tnat there was but. a hog-sty lost;' allu- 
ding to the name of ihe casile. Soly- 
man's strength daily increasing by the 
corning over ofthe Turks, and being 
left to pursue his progress unmolested, 
he proceeded to reduce the Chersone- 
sus, and to menace GallipoH. 
The 


governor, endeavoring to avert the dan- 
ger, was overthrown and driven within 
the walls ; and the same judicial blind- 
ness guiding the Greek councils, this 
important place was left io us fate, und 
Solyman, in the year 1358, captured 
GallipoH, the key o f t h e Hellespont.— 
This national loss, which brought the 
invader to the-sea of ?*Isrmoru, and al- 
most within the range or view of the 
Imperial city, excited no other sensa- 
tion in the capital of the Cxsars Than 
the jest, that "the Turks had now taken 
from them a bottle of wine." The hog- 
sty and the bottle of wine so strengthen- 
ed the power of Solyman, that he made 
great progress in the conquest of 
Thrace; and, by the advice of his father 
Orcan. began the plan of transplantintr 
vast numbers of ihe Greek families a- 
cross the sirahs 5nu» 1 he depupuLued 
'. 


districts of Asia Minojyvhih'. he crowd- i 
cd Thrace w'nh his hardy and warlike | 
Turkish soldiery. It is the observation 3 
of Knolles, that these new comers, con- 
trasting their rude habits with the rcfi-

Con- 
trasting this spirit with the apathy, im- 
becility, and dissensions of the (ireeks, 
it cannot be wondered at that all things 
prospered with the Turks, and became 
more and more straitened and dange- 
rous with the Christians.

Chersonesus fall into the power of the 
Turks, and was apportioned out by 
Solyman amongst the followers and sol-

For two 


hours and ino'-e the Chrisiians with- 
stood every effort of the enemy, nnd 
the voice of the Emperor wan bea'-d en- 
couraging his follouer.s to achieve, by 
a lu.st effort, Ihe deliverance oi'their ci- 
ly. 
Adopting the example of his race, 


to fatigue and wear out his foes, at ibis 


fui instant, ivluhommecl wielded hi1; 


mace, and commanding his drums and 
warlike instruments lo .sound, impelled 
onward, by act and gesture, his janiza- 
ries, fresh, vigorous and invincible.— 
Similar to lions in chase of their prey, 
the Turkish u riters desciibe. they as- 
cended the breach, regardless o f t h e 
storm of arrows, stones, balls, and mus- 
ket bullets, showered on them. 
The 


dust of the combat chu kened ihe heav- 
ens, and as a heavy veil filled the azure 
sky, the cannon thundered on the walls, 
and the fall ofthe queen of nations ev- 
ident ly'drew on. 
The immediate los-j 


ol'Conslunlinople, however, as Gibbon 
judiciously stales, may be ascribed to 
the bollei, or arrow, which pierced the 
gauntlet of John Jusliniani. The sight 
of his blood, and his exquisite pain, ap- 
palled I he courage of the chief, who.se 
arms and cot'neib were ihenVmcst rum- 
part ofthe cil y. As he withdrew from 
his stulion in search of a surgeon, his 
flight v/aspei-ccived and stopped by the 
inch-fai igabie.Emperor. "Yourwound," 
exclaimed Palseologus, "is slight! the 
danger is pressing ! your pi-e.sence is 
necessary i k whiiher win you retire ?" j 
UI will retire," said the trembling Gen- 
oese, '•'by the same road which God has 
opened for the Ti/rks ;" and at these 
words, he hastily passed through one 
of the breaches of the inner wall. 
By 


this pusillanimous act, he siained the 
honors of a military life; and ihe few 
days which he survived at Chois, were 
embittered by his own and the public 
reproach. 
His example was followed 


by most of the auxiliaries—the defence 
slackened, and the assault was pressed 
with ten-fold vigor; the adverse balance 
vibrated so strongly, if the besiegers 
could penetrate by a single spot, the ci- 
ty was irretrievably lost. That fatal 
spot, at length was the very palace of 
Consian'ine. While IbeEmperor guar- 
ded the breach, thus left exposed by t he 
retreat of Jusiiiuuni, the Turks per- 
ceiving a door open, by which the 
Greeks made their sallies wii h security, 
(it being under ground,) fil\y jynizaiies 
rushed in, and mounting the walls, cut 
those who defended them to pieces: al- 
ter which the enemy found no diflicul- 
ty.

To prevent his failing alive into the 
hands of his enemies, he laid aside his 
gilded arms, and fell amid the tumult, 
unknown and unnoticed, his body being 
buried under a mountain of the slain. 
Dr. Walsh, when viewing the spot, ob- 
serves ; ''the breachesv/hich remain in 
the wall lor a considerable extent, near 
this gate, and which the Turks have 
never yet repaired, utiest ihe vigorous 
r^/islance made, and the utler hopc- 
icsvnes>s of any furl her effort to slop 
ihelorrent of barbarians that poured in 
through, them." Tin- body of Consian- 
line was found in one of them, where 
he had placed himself as the last bu I 
ineiVer.luul barrier; and a ma^iiSccnt 
tree (ihc Cyprus, turpeniine} is now 
growing out of ii} to mark, as Clarke 
says, ulhf. sacred ,vpot where the last 
of the Pataoiogi fell."
